Present Duty. 

Have we not, as a people, been living 

too much in the future, to the sefio'fis 

neglect of present duty? Is there not 

a danger of neglecting the duty of the 

hour, in fruitless repinings over the 

dead past— "crying over spilt milk?" 

One of our Poets hath well set forth 

tho great duty of man— the true life- 

inotto : — 

"Trust no future, howe'er pleasant, 
Lot the dead past bury its dead; 
Act, act in the living present, 
Heart within and lloil o'er bead." 

When our Delegates came bach from 
Ottawa with the Terms of Union, it 
was admitted on nil hands that tho terms 
seemed fair and promised substantial 
benefits to this distant and isolated 
member of the great British North 
American family. Hence it was that 
oppostition ceased, and all became 
Confederationists. The railway was 
tho backbone, so to speak, of the uni- 
on. Without that it was felt that union 
must be more figurative than real. Tho 
other party to the contract felt that,too, 
admitted that a railway to the Pacific 
had become an essential element in 
the great work of empire in which they 
were engaged; and they bound thorn- 
Helves to begin the railway in two 
years and finish it in ten, less, perhaps, 
because British Columbia asked for it 
than because the exigences of empire 
imperatively demanded it. It is now 
two years and a month and a day since 
British Columbia was with due form- 
ality, admitted a member of the con- 
federated Dominion; and still the work 
of constructing tho railway upon 
which such great expectations hang 
has not yet been commenced. In 
truth, it is not so much as known by 
what route the railway shall reach the 
waters of the Pacific. Is it quite cer- 
tain at what point it will terminate? 
Thus, as it would seem to us, 
has the more powerful party to 
the Treaty of Union failed in 
the principal condition, It is quite 
true that the formality of commencing 
a critical survey was enacted , prior to 
tho expiration of tho two years of tho Trea- 
ty. But that was an empty form which 
British Columbia declines to recognise 
as in any way fulfilling the Treaty ob- 
ligation. It was, indeed, an empty 
mockery, when presented to appease 
eager expectation--. very much like of- 
fering a stone to a hungry people ask- 
ing for bread. It is only just to say- 
that the Federal authorities must he 
acquitted of all complicity in the by 
no means creditable attempt that was 
made to invest the occasion with a 
significenco and pomp as illtimed as 
unwarranted. It now turns out, as we 
suspected at the time, that the Feder- 
al Government intended nothing more 
than a formal commencement of the 
location survey, in order to fulfil the 
technical conditions; and, under the 
peculiar circumstances, it was desired 
that the formal act should be us free 
from ostentation as possible. For all 
beyond that simple act, for the ill- 
timed farce about driving the first stake 
and finally settling the route and ter- 
minus, &c. , tho people must hold local 
politicians responsible. Well, what 
is British Columbia to do ? If the 
contract, the most vital covenant of 
which has boon "kept to the ear and 
broken to the hope," were between 
two individuals, the Courts would be 
opon and substantial damages would, 
in all probability, await tho injured 
party. But this contract was not made 
between two individuals, and the 
Courts are not opon. Shall we take 
the position that, Canada having failed 
in a vital point, the bond is void and 
British Columbia is free ? No. That would 
be but a poor remedy, at best. Lot British 
Columbia firmly, intelligently, manfully, 
but respectfully, insist upon Canada mak- 
ing good this primary condition of Un- 
ion. There is no reason whatever to 
suspect the Dominion Government of bad 
faith in this matter. That they intended 
nil along to do what they promised does 
not appear to bo open to question. Nay, 
avo will oven go further, and admit that 
they strained every nerve to do it. Nor 
does there seom to bo any reason for 
doubting that there is still both the will 
and the ability to do it. It is, after all, 
only a question of time; and tho conduct 
of British Columbia may have much todo 
in deciding the period. If she properly 
insists upon her rights in this respect, no 
matter what party may bo in power, Can- 
ada cannot, daro not refuse. But, while 
doing her duty to horself and to tha 
Empire in this respect, lot British Colum- 
bia not forgot that, although tho chief, 
tho railway is nottlio solo condition— that 
there aro othors whioh tho Federal Gov- 
ernment is faithfully fulfilling, and somo 
awaiting concurrent action on our part,-- 
such, for instance, as tho graving dock! 
What about it? The guarantee for that 
work wan conceded by thc'Domininn with 
greater reluctance than any other item in 
tho Tonus of Union; and, amongst other 
arguments, it was urged by our Delegates 
that tho dock should be regarded in tho 
light of a Federal work, rather than a 
Provincial ono. Reluctantly yielding to 
tho importunities of British Columbia, 
the Canadian Government undertook to 
guarautoo the interest on half a million to 
enable tho Province to constructtho work. 
Although that guarantee has awaited 



Provincial action for two years and a 
month and a day, yet British Columbia 
has never availed herself of it. Now, sup- 
pose, when taxed with failure to com- 
mence tho railway in the proscribed time, 
Canada should turn sharply round on 
British Columbia, and say, "It is quite 
true thnt we have failed in fulfilling the 
spirit of tho railway covenant, in so far as 
tho time sot for commencing the work of 
actual construction is concerned; but wo 
have at least made an effort to do so. And 
yot you should experience some delicacy 
in taunting ns with want of success in that 
particular, when, in another, you are 
guilty of want of effort. You, on your 
part, undertook to construot a graving 
dock under tho guarantee wo gave. 
As compared with the railway, it 
is, indeed, a trifling work; and yet you 
have had neither the energy nor ability to 
grapple with it." Now, we do not mean 
to say that this retort is at nil in tho 
nature of an excuse; but it certainly is a 
very awkward thing to have thrown in 
ouea face. Looking, therefore, at the 
graving dock, altogether apart from its 
utility, the beneficial expenditure" invol- 
ved in its construction (so greatly needed 
just now) , nnd tho influence it may bo 
presumed to exert upon the course and 
terminus of tho railway itself, wo feel 
painfully conscious that this graving dock 
affair constitutes a weak point in tho case 
of British Columbia, In truth it seems 
difficult to lis a limit to tho ill conse- 
quences of the disgraceful dereliction of 
duty on tho part of tho Provincial Gov- 
ernment in this respect. To correct, as 
far ns may be, that error, to wipe out thnt 
disgrace is ono of tboso things constitu- 
ting PRESENT DUTY.

They arrested 
the Sheriff and declare they will hang 
him and burn the town unless he delivers 
to them Killard. who murdered his wife 
and two children and his wife's sister at 
Turn Springs last Sunday night, and af- 
terwards burned their bodies. 

Washington, Aug. 20— It has been as- 
certained from a naval officer just return- 
ed from the East that all tribes of the 
northern portion of Sumatra, heretofore 
tributary to tho Dutch, have joined the 
Sultan of Aehenes. Fourteen thousand 
men havo left the pepper plantations and 
gone to the assistance of the Sultan and 
the pepper trade is temporarily suspend- 
ed, (heat fears wero entertained by the 
Dutch regarding the success of their con- 
templated second attack. The Dutch was 
at Penang, their base of operations, and 
on the way it was designod to attack 
Aohones about tho middle of September. 
The Sultan, in response to overtures made 
by the Dutch for a treaty, said that be- 
fore he would do so every man in arm* 
under him should perish. Sultan ex- 
pressed a desire to tho American officers 
for closer relations with this country, and 
said that if the U. S. would grant him 
protection he would grant oxtonsivc pri- 
vileges. 

New Yore., Aug. 20— A number of gen- 
tleman from England and Scotland will 
start for Kansas to-day, in company with 
George Grant of London, who has pur- 
chased a county in that State for tho 2>ur- 
pose of founding a colony.

* A Grave Concurrence. 

(From tho Toronto Mall.) 

The present political situation in Eng- 
land is a grave one. It has unexpectedly 
become so through the concurrence in 
time of two things, tho demand for a pro- 
vision for Prince Alfred, who ig to marry 
tho Czar's daughter, and the fact, no 
longer concealed, that tho commercial 
classes of England arc actively engaged 
in furnishing tho sinews of war for the 
overthrow of the Spanish Republic. In 
the days of our grandfathers, England 
spent blood and treasure enough to 
drive Napoleon out of tin? Peninsula, and 
in later times, which many of us can re- 
member, she furnished legions and paid 
them to crush tho old absolutist Don 
Carlos out of Spain and put tho so-called 
"Constitutional Queen" Isabella in bis 
stead. British policy with regard to tho 
Peninsula has, indeed, been uncertain 
and halting, and has apparently stood 
much in need of a guiding principle. 
Under Lord Liverpool and Castlereagh, 
wc drove tho French out- of Spain, and 
by tacit consent endorsed the Holy Alli- 
ance. Soon afterwards Canning, seeing 
that repression in Europe was a policy 
involving grave dangers, looked across 
the ocean fora safety-valve, and boldly 
proclaimed that he would call into poli- 
tical existence a New World, in order to 
redress the balance of the old. In this 
ho was strongly backed by tho manufac- 
turing and commercial classes with whom 
the suggestion really originated, and it 
became British policy to favor the inde- 
pendence of all the South American colo- 
nics, because that was to make a free 
market for British goods. Spain imposed 
duties, but her revolting colonies, greedy 
of help from all quarters, proclaimed free 
trade, and so bought their freedom from 
tho tyranny of Old Spain, which was grie- 
vous enough, bat in so doing sealed 
their own doom as exporters but not re- 
tainers of wealth. Palmerston who 
took his lesson from Canning improved 
upon it, and under cover of active and 
aggressive Liberalism abroad kept 
up to tho last possible ■ moment 
a policy of Toryism at home. With 
his death the repressing weighfwas lifted, 
tho spring of popular impulse was left to 
its own uncertain workings, and notsincc 
then has British Public. Opinion acknow- 
ledged the guidance of any mastor states- 
man with regard to foreign affairs. Hence, 
of course, much drifting hither and 
thither, perhaps wisely enough at last, 
though not at first on tho two great ques- 
tions of American and Russian relations, 
which may, perhaps, ouvora multitude of 
sins in minor matters. It so happens 
that Birmingham, the ostensible head- 
quarters of an Association which sent 
Rradlaugh to Madrid, to say how much 
English Republicans sympathised with 
Republicans in Spain, under the very 
nose of the British Government exports 
arms and ammunition to bo used in crush- 
ing out tho Spanish Republic. Tho weak- 
ness of the ruler makes the strength of tho 
demagogue, and the failure of duty on 
the part of tho Gladstone Government, 
with regard to Spain, puts into tho hands 
of demagogues a weapon which turns up 
its other edgowhen a provision for Prince 
Alfred and his Russian bride, has to bo 
asked for in tho House of Commons. Se- 
riously speaking, wo believe that not friend 
ship, perhaps, but simply a fair and 
friendly understanding with Russia, would 
bo cheaply purchased by Britain at ten 
times the amount now wanted for the 
Prince, and that it would be better policy 
to maintain so many families of Prince's 
and Princesses than so many "Captains" 
and "Devastations," apt to sink and cost- 
ly to keep afloat. But this isnot the view 
which will prevail with tho classes 
among whom Radical and Republican 
ideas aro now gaining ground in Old Eng- 
land. Birmingham, wo may bo sure, 
will contradict itself, and , while furnishing 
guns to put down the Republic in Spain, 
will rave and howl against a monarohial 
alliance with Russia, Such confusion, 
however, cannot last long, tho distinct 
voice of tho nation will soon be audible; 
but meanwhile it appears as if a grave cri- 
sis wero about to supervene for want of 
governmental guidance. The persistent 
coldness which the British Government 
maintained towards the Conservative Ro- 
public of Thiers, favours it shows to the 
Party of roaotion in France, and the way 
it winks at the shipment of arms to the 
Carlists in Spain, have been duly noted 
and will bitterly resented by tho extreme 
Radical Party in England. * It takes salt- 
petre, and sulphur, and charcoal together 
to form gunpowder, and it is tho combina- 
tion of dangerous elements that brings 
about political explosions. "Watch 
well," said Napoleon, just before the 
outbreak of the French Revolution, "that 
miserablo affair of the nooklaco, it will 
yet overturn tho throne." It was neitlier 
the vanity and presumption of Cardinal 
Do Rohan, nor the bold robbery planned 
by Cagliostro, that made the Froneh Re- 
volution, but they supplied the match 
that fired the magazine. Let nobody be 
frightened, wo are not looking for a lie- 
publican explosion in England just vet. 
and it is a foregone conclusion that w hat 
tho Government asks for Prince Anthur 
will bo voted. But the concurrence of 
this demand, in point of time, with reac- 
tionary foreign policy on tho part of the 
Government, is a cireumstanoe of grave 
nignifioanco and the "demonstration" ap- 
pointed for Sunday in Hyde Park was like- 
ly to have boon a serious affair.
